our economic trouble is that the price 
of what man produces is low, while 
the cost of goods remains proportion- 
ately high. How can that be, seeing 
that it is “goods” that man produces? 
It depends upon what goods are re- 
ferred to. The cquilibrium has not 
been disturbed by the shrinking of 
the purchasing power of the dollar, but 
because the shrinkage has not been 
the same in relation to all kinds of 
products. A dollar will now buy more 
than a bushel of wheat, as it did be- 
fore the war, but it will not go as far 
as it did then to pay fora self-binder 
or a suit of clothes or a railway tic- 
ket. Putting the case generally, farm 
products have sunk to nearly pre-war 
level, while city products have not. 
The farmer gets as much for a bushel 
of grain as he did eleven years ago, 
but what he gets will not buy as 
much. The dollar has really little to 
do with it. The relative values of 
country products and town products 
have shifted, and when the farmer 
lexchanges his grain and stock for 
jmanufactured goods he finds that the 
other party to the transaction gets 
more out of it than he does. 


Roth drivers and pedestrians share 
jn responsibility for street safety. All 
accidents are not caused by speeding. 
Many «a careful driver has been able 
to avoid striking a pedestrian who 
walked out from between parked cars 
ez from behind a car going in the op- 
posite direction.

The careless pedestrian is not 
likely to hurt anyone but himself, 
while the mertorist has in hand a po- 
tential instrnment of destruction. 
When you are driving, show the pedes- 
trian the same consideration you 
would expect if you were in his place. 
Street safety is largely a matter of 
mutual courtesy between motorists 
and pedestrians.

to the left before you start to cross 
the street; when you reach the centre 
look to the right; when you are in aj 
eritical position, don’t lose your head. 
Move briskly, but if caught in the traf- 
fic, the safest thing to do is to stand 
still.

The demand for an increase in the 
district nursing service is under fay- 
orable consideration. Last year two 
new districts were opened, and at 
present there are six districts in op- 
cration in the isolated parts of the 
province. As well as ministering to 
the sick the district nurse is interest- 
ed in community sanitation; demand- 
ing pure drinking water, hot lunches 
for children, and enforcing isolation 
measures in infectious diseases, 

A special feature of the work done 
by all the nurses on the staff at tho 
present time is that of conducting 
classes in home nursing in conjunc: 
tion with the St. John’s Ambulance 
association. Each nurso in her dis- 
trict has one or more classes, special 
attention being given to maternity 
nursing and demonstration on the care 
of the baby.
